HE TELLS WHAT IS NECESSARY 
TO SECURE NEW CHARTER. 


Bill Must Pass Assembly for Thirteen 
Freeholders to Draft Charter, 
Then Assembly Must Ap- 
prove Their Work. 


President Oscar L. Whitelaw of the Pub- 
He Welfare Commission stated to the 
Post-Dispatch Friday morning that he 
would call a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the commission as soon as he ac- 
certaine4’ definitely that the amendments, 
at least those affeoting St. Louis directly, 
had been carried. 

At this meeting, which will probably be 
held some @ay next week, the plans for 
acting upon the impadrtant anyndment 
providing for a revision of the city char- 
ter will be discussed. 

“While the returns are not yet all in, I 
have no doubt that the amendments were 
carried,”” said Mr. Whitelaw. ‘They re- 
quire simply 1 majority of those voting, 
not two-thimis or three-fifths, as other 
propositions demand or not a majority of 
the total registered vote. 

“While waiting for complete returns be- 
fore calling the exscutive committee togeth- 
er, I have discussed the plan of proceedure 
under the charter revision amendment 
with Mr. Christie, the secretary of the 
commission. 

“The first step necessary to act upon 
the opportunity afforded by the adoption 
of this amendment will be the passage of 
a resolution by the Municipal Assembly 
providing for the election of 13 freeholders 
to draft a new charter. 


Assembly Must 

Act Favorably. 

“After these freeholders are elected, they 
must draft the charter, Again the Muni- 


cipal »Assembly must act favorably in the 
ises and vote to submit the new char- 
to the people for adoption at another 
election. 

“The first step to be taken is, therefore, 
the preparation of an ordinance for intro- 
duction into the Assembly providing for the 
election of the 13 freeholders. While I can- 
not say what the action of the executive 
committee on this matter will be, Mr. 
Christie and myself think that the logical 
course to be pursued is for the commission 
to offer its aid to the city counselor in the 
pre ation of this ordinance.

APPLE BARREL 


Lose Much Fruit. 


HAVE NO WAY TO HANDLE IT. 


REPORTS INDICATE CROP HAS 
BEEN UNDERESTIMATED. 


Rush of Buyers to Eastern Orchards 
Has Left Farmers to Market Their 
Own Product, a Difficut Task. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, MO., Nov. 7.—Apple grow- 
ers in the Missourl valley are having a hard 
time this season. Apple barrels are hard 
to get at any price and space in the cold 
Storage houses is all taken. 

Apple barrels were quoted at 26 cents early 
in the season; now 4 cents is being paid 
in small lots, few have sold for less than 
55 to 38 cents, and the demand cannot be 
supplied. It is feared that in the section 
tributary to St. Joseph many apples will 
be lost because of no way to handle them. 

This condition is due to the fact that most 
growers in the Missouri valley generally 
sell their fruit on the trees to buyers, who 
furnish barrels and pack the apples. They 
expected to do that this pear and therefore 
made no arrangements to handle the. crop 
themselves. But at packing time the buy- 
ers were scarce, having all been drawn to 
New York by the reported large crop in 
that state. The western crop had been 
underestimated, it seems, and buyers natur- 
ally looked toward the section with the 
largest prospective cToOp. 


Investigation develops that there is prac- 
og ane cold storage space to be had in 
the West, all having been taken early in 
the season. Apples to be kept until spring 
must be stored at a temperature only a 
little above the freezing point. 


Demand for 
Davis Decreasing. 

Apple men report quite a change in the 
demand for fruit this year. Ben Davis ap- 
ples are being discriminated against more 
than ever before. The demand is excellent 


for Missouri pippin, winesap, Grimes gold- 
en, Huntsman favorite and especially for 
Missouri Jonathans, but buyers look with 
some disfavor on the great quantities of 
Ben Davis that are being offered and the 
price on this variety has broken heavily. 
Not in- many years has the crop of old- 
fashioned Genitons (correct name, Rawles 
Janet) been as good as it is this year. 
Ordinarily this old favorite is undersize 
and undesirable, and late in the season the 
skin cracks, allowing the apples to decay. 
But this year the Janets are large and 
well colored, smooth and fine. They are 


selling at fancy prices, 75 cents a bushel.

STREET PIANO SUPERSEDED 


Inventors Have Made a Phonograph 
That Makes Better Music in 
Greater Variety. 


Special to the Pecst-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHLA, Nov. 7.—Two inventors 
have perfected a new and novel device by 
which the phonograph is applied to street 
piano use with remarkably successful and 


satisfactory results. The devioe is expected 
to take the place of the street plano and 
old-fashioned hand organ, for it offers the 
very material advantage of an endless va- 
riety of musical selections in place of the 
few hackneyed tunes which are included 
in the repertory of the average street in- 
strument. 

The device is so constructed as to give 
@ greater volume of sound by fully one- 
third than any other phonogreaghic instru- 
ment, and the articulation is also re- 
markably clear. The exterior aspect of 
the machine is that of a large, square box, 

feet long and about 2 feet wide 
and high, movnted on four rubber-tired 
wheels. At either end of the box are small 
handles and on one side is a round hole, 
covered with a wire screen. Opposite the 
wire screen, on the back of the box, is a 
small door, made to serve as a diaphragm 
or sounding board, and the phonogre h is 
located inside, directly tn front of this door. 

Inside a system of wires is arranged, 
they being so strung as to flare like a horn. 
The rear door is much smaller than the 
opening in the front. and the wires spread 
outward as they extend toward the fron' 
In the middle of the system of wires is the 
phonographic instrument in the ordinary 
form, and underneath is the apparatus for 
moving the disk. At either end of the box 
are smal! compartmen’s for extra records. 
For atreet use a phonograph must of 
necessity have a very intense volume of 
sound, and clearness is also essential, and 
the inventors have in this case acoomplish™ 
this to a remarkable degree. The same 
principle that has been used in this machine 
to increase the volume of sound can be ap- 
plied to ordinary phonographs to advan‘age. 
The instruments will be manufactured and 
rented to those who are emgeged in the 
business of furnishing street music, and it 
is expected that they can also be made 
features of evening entertainments, picnics 


and mbakes.

public deposits Oct. 1, 1902, under the foi- 
lowing rule: 

“The department has decided to release 
for such banks as have deposits and are 
not maintaining their limit of circula 
portion of the bonds now held by i ae 
ernment, taking in lieu thereof other satis- 
factory security, on condition always that 
the bonds released will be used for the 
immediate issue of additional circulation. 
This provision does not apply to those 
banks that already have their maximum 
circulation, neither does it apply to the 
banks that do not have any depositions.’

PLAN OF CHICAGO HOUSEWIVES’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


“MATRON” AND “MAID” NOW 


The Words “Mistress,” “Domestic” 
and Servant Are to Be 
Eliminated. 


Special to the Iost-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—The Chicago House- 
wives’ Association has determined to find 
relief from incompetent servants. The as- 
sociation held a meeting at which the vex- 
ing question was taken up and discussed in 
all its phases, and the conclusion was 
reached that in the future servants, to in- 
sure themselves employment in families of 
members, must hold a diploma issued by 
the organization. 

The meeting was held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, and was well attended. Sample al- 
plimas were drawn up and considered, and 
a certain form was practically decided on. 
It is probable that real parchment will be 
used and phrases teling all ‘“‘to whom these 
presents come” that the holder ranks as 
“satisfactory,’’ ‘“‘good’’ or ‘‘remarkably ef- 
ficient’’ will be engraved in old English 
script. 

Every care is to be taken to guard against 
diplomas being issued to those who are 
not worthy. The rules regulating the 
granting of the parchments are to be very 
definite and strict. For a young woman 
to secure a diplomat will be necessary for 
her to have been in the employment of one 
family for not less than a year. Beside 
this, she must have performed her duties 
satisfactorily and proven that she is com- 
petent. 

The parchment once secured, however, !s 
intended to be of the greatest assistance to 
the holder. It will insure a servant a po- 
sition where conditions are in accord with 
the ideals of the Housewives’ Association. 

The wording of the diplomas will vary 
according to the positions held by the ser- 
vants, and under the plans suggested yes- 
terday graduate cooks, waiting maids and 
ladies’ maids will hereafter be found among 
the ranks of household servants. The asso- 
ciation is enthusiastic over the scheme and 
the members ‘feel certain that strict en- 
forcement of the idea will do much to re- 
move conditions that have vexed house- 
wives for all time. 

‘“‘We have graduate nurses to look after 
us when we are sick,”’ said one of the 
members of the association, ‘‘why should 
we not have graduate maids to look after 
us when we are well and by their skill 
help to keep us in that conditicon?’’ 

In settling on a plan for remedying evils 
in the way of slothful servants the organi- 
zation also decided that a change was 
needed in the nomenclature denoting em- 
pe Apa and emplove in the household world. 

‘farious terms were discussed and many of 
the members declared that in the future 
in their households the words ‘“‘mistress,”’ 
“domestic,’’ “servant’’ and ‘girl’? would 
not be allowed. Instead it will be ‘‘matron”’ 
and ‘‘maid,’’ which terms, the majority of 
the members insisted, were the only proper 
ones by which employer and employe 
should be known. ,

EDUCATOR SAYS IT ONLY NEEDS 
TO BE DIRECTED. 


SHOWS ORGANIZING SPIRIT 


Teaches Loyalty, Courage and Sympa- 
thy and Should Be Won, Not 
Antagonized,

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—At the final meet- 
ing of the “Congress About Boys” Dr. 
Nathan Oppenheim told of a series of ex- 
periments he once made to produce a race 
of rats having tails growing from the mid- 
dle of their backs. 

He grafted the tip of the tall of each rat 
to the middle of its back, he said, and 
when the union was perfectly formed he 
cut off the tail at its base. This he did 
with 14 successive generations of rats. 

The rats of the fifteenth generation were 
born with tails growing In the usual place 
and no tendency to inherit the acquired 
characteristics of the parents was shown. 

The experiments with the rats were cited 
by the speaker in support of the contention 
that acauired characteristics are never in- 
heritable. If the child is like the father, he 


said, it is because its environment is the 
same, and all that it needs to rise above 
that condition is a higher environment to 
which it can respond. 

Dr. Luther Gulick, principal of Pratt In- 
stitute High School, Brooklyn, read a paper 
on ‘““The Organizing Instinct of Boys.”’ This 
instinct, he said, manifests itself in the 
development of the “gang.”’ There is in 
every ber an mreasens ee to arso- 
ciate with others of his kind in social ac-

THE NEW CHARTER. 


It is hardly worth while to open a discussion of the question of 
amending the city charter under @he new constitutional provision. 
St. Louis needs a new charter, a charter adapted to new St. Louls 
—to the conditions of a modern city. 

We have had a generation of experience with the old charter 
and have thoroughly tested its qualities. We have learned that 
it is inefficient. It provides a cumbersome form of municipal 
government and many restrictions whica offer obstacles to muni- 
cipal improvement and the efficiency of city government. It has 
become 4 burden rather than a beneficial aid to good government. 

When the charter was adopted municipal government was 
modeled on the lines of state government. The charter was a 
sort of political instrument designed to protect the rights of citi- 
zens and to check the power of both officials and the people. 

We have learned by practical experience that a great city is 
a corporation and that its government should be modeled on the 
lines of a business corporation. Its sole function is to attend 
to the business of the people of the corporation—make streets 
and sewers, open and improve parks, build public buildings, at- 
tend to public lighting and regulate all public utilities. Its laws 
are mere rules for the orderly guidance of the people. 

What we want, therefore, in city government is an efficient 
governing board or counci] in which power and responsibility 
are centered. We want the simplest and most efficient form of 
corporate organization to determine the needs of the city and 
apply the city’s revenues to those needs. 

Our present double-headed government, with a practical work- 
ing side subject to the will of a political legislative side is cum~ 
bersome and inefficient. The political side should be cut off. We 
need only a practical working hoard to direct the city’s business 
and expert heads of departments to do the work with economy 


and dispatch.

Mr. Yanger’s 
manager, nothing loth, pocketed the larger 
share of the receipts and hied back to 
Chicago to hunt for another ancient relic 
over whose defeat to erect a reputation for 
his own able young fighter. 

The blow that gave Moran the loser’s 
end, which was the portion Mr. Moran 
had in his mind's eye from the time the 
match was made, came in the second 
round, though the finish did not actually 
come until the third 

After fiddling abou n 
Yanger started his »s.:omach operations 
and speedily had such remnants of Moran's 
last meal as chanced to remain unassim!- 
lated in a very uneasy condition. He 
pimoned Moran hard and often, the New 

ork man showing nothing in his cata- 
logue of pugilistic accomplishments but 
an ability to dance the two-step to the 
tattoo of Yanger’s blows. Moran got in 
one blow in the fight, and its only effect 
ze to start Yanger into hurry-up tac- 

Stung, the Chicago boy began pounding 
fiercely away on Moran's sides and stom- 
acch. FPreath'ess, the latter backed away 
with bis guard down and Yanger slipped 
in an uppercut that came from way back 
of his body. It connected with the point 
of Moran's chin, and the gentleman in 
speeton went down in a eap. Harry 
Sharpe was lenient in the count and Moran 
struggled to his feet. He was battered un- 
mercifully during the remainder of the 
round, and was on the floor when the 
gong sounded. His seconds dragged him 
to his corner and tried to revive him.

. Like a sensible old man, he refused to be 
revived. It was time to go out, and he
